trifling and dl«ml»B»d without a ecc- 
oml thought about them nr« uiod to 
Germans, many ot wiiom Hoe 
quite differently than these 
o thlriKu would appear to Hie Am* 
an, 
the 
ISnghshman

Frenchman. Things which would ap- 
pear imall in the L'nltod States are 
tnado to appear big In Germany and 
the cou»trle« to the east of Germany. 
By adroit propaganda, given out at 
the exact moment when it will he 
moat effective, whether it be the text 
of the Soviet reply, to the WaBhlnBton 
Administration .regarding an Ameri- 
can commission of trade inquiry in 
RuHsla, reports concerning the Oreco- 
Turkish hostilities or the Mudanla 
conference, or any one of the multi- 
tudinous thlngf arising in the mud- 
dled affair of Germany and the Near 
Ka*t, Kussla is directly -responsible 
fpr much of the bad feeling which 
exists among more than one class of 
the people of this part of tht world 
against the United States and Ameri- 
can*, Great Britain and Britons and 
France and the French. 


Kussla has held up the Treaty of 


Versailles before the eyes of the Ger- 
man Nation, 'just as «h« has held up 
the Turkish treaty before the eyes of 
the followers of Musapha Kemal and 
all the Moslem world. She has shown 
the Germans how a handful of men 
under Kemal could hold out against 
the Great Entente ^and in the end 
win victory. And wh"at is more to the 
point, she is referring to Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha as her own ward, her 
protege, whom she had aid«>d from 
the very start and who would have 
been out of the fighting long, lonij; 
ago had it not been for this very 
present and material Russian help. 


Making a Parade of Advantages 
Meanwhile "he is endeavoring to 


fchow the Germans—to impress it up- 
on them with allxihe force o£ car<'- 
fnlly conceiver argument—the mani- 
fojd advantages which would aecrup 
to' Germany if she had ?uch aid ns 
the Turks of Angora POS^PSS mean- 
while leaving the Germans to decide 
in their own good time. 
This is not done roughly. Moscow- 


is too shrewd to do things of this sort 
roughly. She is a master of the art 
of propaganda, always graduating the 
dose according to the thought of the 
patient. 
She has •wisely refrained 


from stampeding the Germans.

has gone about her work here with

pkill—giving 
a.

ing great room for one to read be- 
tween the linr-s. 
And having- given 


out the thoughts she wants to take 
root in the Gernian soil, she waits 
patiently, nurturing- her planting with 
an infinite patience worthy of a bet- 
ter cause, waiting for it to "sink in", 
con.ldent that in the slow, methodical 
•way jjeculiar to Ormany there will 
be reached here finally a conclusion 
favorable to the Bolshevist scheme 
of thing*--.

Kari*»B won' on trial yesterday morn- 


ing in the first of four charges of mur- 
der against him, (trowing from 
the 


fatal wounding on September 6 of 
four members of the family of James 
M. Taylor at Clover. Both sides closed 
their cases this morning, and at 1:38 
o'clock this afternoon the case was 
given to" the jury. At 3:16 o'clock the 
jury announrod that It had reached 
a verdict, and three minute* l.ater the 
verdict was announced. 


Farie.n at no time during the trial 


showed any trace of emotion, lie re- 
ceived the verdict condemning him to 
death in the electric chair stoically. 
An tour a£ter the verdict was read, 
former Governor Cole L. Blease and 
Thomas McDow, counsel for Faries, 
made a motion for a new trial and it 
was overruled. 
\f 
The judge then called Faries be- 


fore the bench- and -pronounced sen- 
tence. Standing erect and holding his 
black slouch hat in his hand, Fartes 
for eleven minutes stood before the 
judge while sentence was pronounced. 


Tears stood in the eyes of many of 


the scores of spectators when Judge 
Peurifo-y concluded. Faries. however, 
stood dry-eyed. 
Several of- his chil- 


dren, who have been by his side 
throughout 
the 
trial wel'e 
ranged 


around him when he was sentenced 
and accompanied him to the door of 
the county jail when he returned 
there, pending retnovaj to the peni- 
tentiary in Columbia. 


Sentencing of Faries concludes one 


of the most notable cases of recent 
years in South Carolina. It all grew 
out of a children's quarrel in the lit- 
tle cotto.n mill town of Clover. 
The 


children of James M. Taylor and those 
of Faries quarreled. *Th.ere were sev- 
eral quarrels and finally tho adult 
members "of the families became in- 
volved, although never reaching the 
point of violence. Finally on Septem- 
ber 6 little^ John Faries. son of Wil- 
liam, told his fAther that a- mem-ber of 
the Taylor family had struck him with 
a stone. 
This, according to Faries' 


own story on the witness stand", so 
provoked the elderly man, that he 
could not stand the quarr/els any long- 
er and. getting his gun, he started 
shooting members of the Taylor fam- 
ily. 
He said he readily did not know 


what he was doing. Six members of 
the Taylor family were wounded when 
the smoke cleared away. Four, New- 
ton. Leila and Fred Taylor and Claude 
Johnson, their grown cousin, died.
